serv ed fo u r years. 
He had prev io u sly l>een 
fo r a lo ng time a m em ber o f the Rho de 
iEland Senate. 
Mr. Chace was bo rr at Fall Riv er, Mass., 
in 1829. 
He is said to be the o nly Qu aker 
who ev er serv ed in the Senate. 
He is a large 
co tto n m anu factu rer, and has do ne go o d ser­ 
v ice fo r the m anu factu ring interests o f the 
co untry as a firm and bro ad m inded pro tec­ 
tio nist. 
His chief reaso n fo r resigning is 
said to be 'he u nfav o rable effect o f life at 
Washing to n u po n his health; it is also said 
that bis business dem ands mo re o f his time 
and attentio n than he has been able to giv e it 
while in Co ng ress.

ACCEPTING THE INEVITABLE. 


The A tlanta Constitution is not hopeful of 
a return of the Democratic party to power. 
It thinks that man a wise one who knows 
when the country is to see another Demo­ 
cratic President. 
It considers the effect of 
the addition ot four states, and says to win in 
1892 the Democratic party will have to hold 
the Solid South, including Virginia (1.412 
majority last year) and West \ irgiuia (302); 
to hold New Jersey, and Connecticut (.836 
plurality last year); to recapture New York 
(14.000 Republican plurality last year); and 
then, somewhere or other, east or west, cap­ 
ture still another state. 
The Constitution 
says the Democratic party must tight for life 
or death in 1892. 
It thinks the census of 
1890 will make the conditions even harder in 
1896 when the West will have gained by a 
new apportionment. It needs to be .informed 
that 
this 
increase 
of 
difficulty 
will 
have 
to 
be 
met 
in 
1892 
because 
the 
election 
that 
year 
is 
to 
take 
place upon the new apportionment. 
If it 
will examine the record, it will see that the 
forty-eighth Congress, elected in 1882, took 
place on the apportionment made from the 
census of 1880. 
W hat was done then can 
and will be done again. 
And it will be done 
more easily than it was theu, Itecause the Re­ 
publican party has a decisive m ajority in 
both Houses of Congress, whereas in the 
forty-seventh it was in a minority in the Sen­ 
ate. 
The inevitable fact wtíieh the South has to 
face has put it in a sunny temper. 
The Con­ 
stitution praises President Harrison’s clean 
record, the purity of his persoual and politi­ 
cal life, his bravery as a soldier, and the sur­ 
prising ability that he developed during the 
campaign. 
It 
concludes 
that 
in 
his 
inaugural he has tried to be impartial, deals 
with the question of the suppressed vote very 
pleasantly, and says nothing sinister or threat 
ening. 
Other Southern papers express views 
equally kind and hopeful. 
The Charleston 
Neves and Courier, whose editor has since 
died, calls the address “ strong, thoughtful 
and patriotic.” though it follows with an ar­ 
gum ent intended 
to convince the Prcsi 
dent that 
negro 
rule is 
impossible and 
would 
l>e 
unendurable. 
The 
Augusta 
Chronicle 
calls 
the 
address 
“ strong, 
conservative 
and even 
liberal," 
and be. 
lieves it will have a splendid effect upon 
the South. 
It thinks the South should rid 
itself of the notion that a Republican Presi­ 
dent should be treated like an enemy, likes 
his Americanism and what he says about pro­ 
tection, his foreign policy, and even his 
appeal in behalf of negro voters. 
“ The 
South,” it declares, “ recognizes d o menaces 
and fears no consequences resulting from an 
American policy, as announced by the grand­ 
son of a Virginia President.” 
The Memphis Avalanche thinks there is no 
occasion for alarm, says there is not a South- 
hater in the Cabinet, and rem arks that the 
President has a “ large and powerful family 
connection in the South.” The New- Orleans 
Times Democrat is sorry Mr. Cleveland was 
not re-elected, but rebukes the prophets of 
evil, and finds in the inaugural mueh that all 
Democrats as well as Republicans can ap­ 
plaud. 
The Savannah News thinks the ad­ 
dress will “ tend to increase the estimation in 
which the President is held by the people." 
The W ilm ington Messenger admires its “ broad 
national spirit," and the Raleigh Neies praises 
its “ just conservatism.” 
The Greenville, 
S. 
C. 
Neirs 
advises 
the 
separation 
of the local and federal elections without de­ 
lay, aDd thinks the policy outlined in the ad­ 
dress in regard to the negro vote is intended 
to correct evil and injustice. 
One Richmond 
paper thinks the outlook “ not reassuring,” 
another fears the President is “ full of preju­ 
dice against the Southern people,” but the 
Richm ond State believes it was “ intended to 
have a soothing influence.” 
The Petersburg 
Appeal finds it “ conservative and m oderate,” 
the Norfolk Landmark “ conservative, non­ 
com m ittal and prudent.” 
The Macon Tele- 
graph credits the President with ' ‘ good and 
patriotic intentions,” but thinks he does not 
understand the negro problem. 
The Colum 
bia Register proposes to “ wait and see. 
It is 
going to judge the President as it finds him. 
“ If he has nothing against us, we have noth 
ing. very surely, against him, and we wish 
him well.” 
W ith this cheerful, pleasant temper on the 
part of the Solid South towards the new 
President, he will be able to see a great op 
portunity there. 
A policy- of kindness, jus­ 
tice and impartiality, mixed with firmness for 
those principles and regulations that are in­ 
disputably right, will enable him to stimutate 
the spirit of restlessness under the restraint 
of bass tyranny w hich is already manifest in 
many parts of the South. 
It will not take 
him long to convince the people who seek for 
justice and good government that uuiversal 
suffrage is an iufinitely lighter evil than the 
undisputed and absolute rule, through terror 
and fraud, of the self constituted leaders in a 
their ** white m an’s government.” 


A SENATOR RESIGNS. 


Senator Ciiace of Rhode Island has sent his 
resignation to Gov. Taft. 
He began a term 
of six years only twelve days ago, to which 
he had been elected by the unanimous vote of 
his party in the Legislature. 
The length of 
his service in the Senate has been four years, 
having first been elected iu 1885 to succeed 
Hon. Henry B. Anthony, deceased. 
He left 
the lower house of Congress, where he had 
served four years. 
He had previously been 
for a long time a member of the Rhode 
Island Scuatc. 
Mr. Chace was borr at Fall River, Mass., 
in 1829. 
He is said to be the only Quaker 
who ever served in the Senate. 
He is a large 
cotton manufacturer, and has done good ser­ 
vice for the manufacturing interests of the 
country as a firm and broad minded protec­ 
tionist. 
His chief reason for resigning is 
said to lie the unfavorable effect of life at 
Washington upon his health; it is also said 
that his business demands more of his time 
and attention than he has been able to give it 
while in Congress. 
The Rhode Island Legis- 
ature is in session, and it is likely that his 
place will be filled within a week. 
As the 
Republicans have five-sixths of the memliers 
of both houses, the vacancy does not inspire 
the Democrats with the hope of tying the 
Senate b y capturing Mr. Chace’s seat.

L u m b e r of candidates are mentioned, in­ 
cluding ex-Gov. Wetmore and Congressman 
Spooner, 
Rhode Island has shown a wise 


preference for Senators whose names stand 
near the head of the alphabetical list, as An- 
thooy, Aldrich, Burnside and Chace.

not unlikely, therefore, that Mr. Chace’s suc­ 
cessor will be Congressman Arnold.

The New York 
Tribune was established 
by Horace Greeley a few days after the death 
of President William Henrv Hurrison, the 
grandfather of ouFPresident of to-day. 
In the first number of the Tribune, at the 
top of its first page and immediately under 
its title, there stood out in bold faced type a 
few words which had been uttered by the 
then recently deceased President Harrison, 
and which Horace Greeley adopted as the 
motto of his new paper. 
They are striking words, that deserve to be 
remembered: 
“ I desire you to understand the true princi­ 
pie» o f the government; I trish them carried 
out; I ask nothing more."— H a r r i s o n . 
This language of President William Henry 
Harrison, this motto of the Tribune of forty- 
eight years ago, is worthy to be kept steadily 
in mind by his grandson during the next four 
years.

M eeting of Lo cal B ranch Yesterday A fter­ 
noon—V iew s Exchanged. 


A t the m eeting o f the Local Branch of the 
State Charities A id 
A ssociation, held in 
K ing ston, j’esterday afternoon, H on. Jam es 
G. Lindsley presided and F . A. W estbrook 
acted as Secretary . 
T he m eeting had been 
called to hear the report of the Com m ittee of 
T en appointed to visit the County Asy lum 
and Poor House1 at N ew -P altz. 
Of this 
Com m ittee there w ere present Thom as E. 
Barlow, of Gardiner, its Chairman; E. S. 
A ndrew s and W illiam 
Thom as W illis, of 
Clintondale; Solom on YanOrden and Asa 
Lefevre, of Gardiner; J ohn Brodhead and 
Louis Bevier, of the tow n of Murbletown. 
Mr. Barlow Jjjacle an extended report of the 
Visit of the Committee. 
H e said : 
" 1 think the inhabitants of Ulster County 
oug ht to feci proud <>f its A sy lum and County 
House. 
W hile there may be som e thing s in 
tii” in str u c tio n of the building s that may be 
faulty , still I consider we have two building s 
that w ould be a credit to any county . 
It 
seem s 
to 
me 
as 
we 
have 
these 
building s, they oug ht to be used for the pur­ 
poses intended by the tax pay ers. 
In m y v i­ 
cinity the people g enerally are desirous of 
having the chronic insane cared for by our 
owu County . 
A s for m y self, I believe, no 
m atter how expert others m ay be irt the 
m anipulation of figures, in regard to expenses, 
it can bo shown in favor of onr (Jortflty .1 
M r Barlow Spoke of the experience he had 
w ith different asy lum s in looking after an in­ 
sane member of his father’s fam ily . 
If it 
were a question in w hich asy lum a relative of 
His should he placed to morrow, he said he 
w ould prefer “ our own County A sy lum to 
that of any other, with the exception of M id­ 
d letow n .” 
W hile at the C ounty A sy lum he 
conversed w ith several of its inmates, with 
some of whom he was acquainted. 
They ap­ 
peared to be satisfied w ith their treatm ent, 
and when asked if they desired to be sent to 
M iddletown A sy lum , said they preferred to 
remain under the care o f Mr. Saxton. 
Ouc 
wom an, a Mrs. Beck. TO y ertrs old, said she 
w ould like to do a little more work. 
Mr. 
Barlow told how apt people were to criticise 
the managem ent w ithout try ing to inform 
them selves about it. A y oung wom an became 
ill and died there. 
It had been rumored in 
the neighborhood that her treatment had not 
been proper. Upon an exam ination he found 
that she had been 
made more comfortable 
than the m ajority of farmer tax pay ers could 
have made one of their ow u 
fam ily . 
He 
urged that tax-pay ers visit the institution aud 
see for them selves the manner in which the 
insane were cared for. 
“ Those who are o p ­ 
posing this bill are doing the tax-pay ers an in­ 
ju stice.” 
In closing he said it w ould be weli 
for members of the Com m ittee to recommend 
im provem ents in the w ay of neatness about 
the premises. 
T his could be done, he said, 
by patients who w ould 
be 
benefited by 
g oing in the open air. 
Mr. Barlow was follow ed by other m em ­ 
bers of (lie Committee. 
Mr. Andrews spoke 
of the chang e for the better am ong certain 
inm ates o f the institution. 
Mr. 
Brodhead 
g ave the bill of fare for a number of day s: 
Breakfast, fresh beef, bread, g ravy , m ilk, 
coffee, 
veg etables. 
Dinner, 
corned beef, 
bread, coffee, veg etables. 
Supper, bread, 
butter, coffee, sugar, m ilk, tea. 
Louis Bevier recom m ended that written 
rules be posted around the building s. 
T his 
w as not now done. 
Asa Lefevre spoke in reference to the m ed­ 
ical attendance. 
From experience w ith in ­ 
sane asy lum s he considered there was better 
m edical attendance at the County A sy lum , 
so far as actual contact with the patient was 
concerned, than at Poug hkeepsie. 
Patients 
were cared for at the County A sy lum fu lly 
as w ell as in State asy lum s, 
where they 
charged a large price per w eek for board. 
Mr. W estbrcok favored the County keeping 
its ow n insane. 
“ A s it stands now the State Board o f Char­ 
ities m aintains the power of supervision over 
county asy lum s. 
Besides it is easier of ac­ 
cess by those interested in it» m anagem ent. 
It is next to impoasible to m ake a proper 
exam ination of,State asy lum s.” 
He told of a 
visit lie made to W ard’s Island. 
A fter being 
show n through it by one o f the attendants 
he cam e aw ay with the idea it was a model 
institution. 
A short tim e afterwards the 
newspapers were full o f articles describing 
abuses w hich had occurred there. 
Mr. Lindsley said the main defect in the 
bill was that Mr. Saxton w ould not remain 
the County Superintendent 
forever. 
In 
course of tim e a change m ust be expected. 
A m ember— “ Mr. Saxton w ill 
be kept 
there as long as he lives.” 
Mr. Lefevre believed the sy stem should be 
chang ed; it should be elective, the Superin­ 
tendent appointed by the Board of Supervis­ 
ors. 
Mr. Lfndsley said if the Board of Super­ 
visors had the power to appoint a Board of 
Trustees and that Board was classified, there 
would be som e continuity of action. 
“ Mr. 
Saxton is a very g ood man. 
Every body 
know s just wlmt lie is and so long as he re­ 
m ains there w ill be no trouble.” 
He referred 
to the condition of the County H ouse before 
Mr. Saxton was elected. 
The only thing to 
do is to prevent the old condition of thing s 
from recurring. 
There is so apt to be a 
weakening first in one place, and then in an­ 
other, until finally there will occur a scandal. 
Mr. Clarke said they eport of the Com m it­ 
tee in his opinion w as more a favorable re­ 
port of Saxton’s m anagem ent than a report 
in regard to the sy stem . 
He favored a su ­ 
pervision by the State Board o f Charities. 
Influence should be used with the Board of 
Supervisors to appoint a Board of Trustees 
for the Institution. 
A resolution of thanks to the Com m ittee 
wrns adopted. 
The A ssociation adjourned 
until April 5, at the Court House, K ing ston.

STATE CHARITIES AID ASSOCIATION- 


M e e tin g o f L o c al B ra n c h Y e sterd ay A fte r ­ 
n o o n —V iew s E x c h a n g e d . 
At the meeting of the Local Branch of the 
State Charities Aid 
Association, held in 
Kingston, yesterday afternoon, Hon. James 
G. Lindsley presided and F. A. Westbrook 
acted as Secretary. 
The meeting had been 
called to hear the report of the Committee of 
Ten appointed to visit the County Asylum 
and Poor House at New-Paltz. 
Of this 
Committee there were present Thomas E. 
Barlow, of Gardiner, its Chairman; E. S. 
Andrews and William Thomas Willis, of 
Clintondale; Solomon YanOrden find A*a 
Lefevre, of Gardiner', John Brodhcad and 
Louis Bevier, of the towu of Murbletown. 
Mr. Barlow saatie an extended report of the 
Visit of the Committee. 
He said ; 
“ I think the inhabitants of Ulster County 
ought to feel proud <>f its Asylum and County 
House. 
While there may be some things in 
th»* Construction of the buildings that may he 
faulty, still I consider we have two buildings 
that would be a credit to any county. 
It 
seems 
to 
me 
as 
we 
have 
these 
buildings, they ought to be used for the pur­ 
poses inteuded bv the tax payers. 
In my vi­ 
cinity the people generally are desirous of 
having the chronic insane cared for by our 
own County. 
As for myself, I believe, 110 
matter how expert others may be in the 
mauipulatlou of figures, in regard to expenses, 
it can be shown in favor of our Co'tnty.'’ 
Mr liar loft fepoke of the experience he had 
with different asylums in looking after an in- 
saue member of his father's family. 
If it 
were a question in which asylum a relative of 
his should be placed to morrow, he said he 
would prefer “ our own County Asylum to 
that of any other, with the exception of Mid­ 
dletown.” 
While at the County Asylum he 
conversed with several of its inmates, with 
iome of whom he was acquainted. 
They ap­ 
peared to he satisfied with their treatment, 
and when asked if they desired to be sent to 
Middletown Asylum, said they preferred to 
remain under the care of Mr. Saxton. 
One 
woman, a Mrs. Beck. Í0 yefirs Old, said she 
would like to do a little more work. 
Mr. 
Barlow told how apt people were to criticise 
the management without trying to inform 
themselves about it. A young woman became 
ill and died there. 
It had been rumored in 
the neighborhood that her tieatment had not 
been proper. Upon an examination lie found 
that she had been made more comfortable 
than the majority of farmer tax payers could 
have made one of their own fumily. 
He 
urged that tax payers visit the institution aud 
see for themselves the manner in which the 
insane were cared for. 
“ Those who are op­ 
posing this bill are doing the tax payers an in­ 
justice.” 
In closiug be said it would be well 
for members of the Committee to recommend 
improvements in the way of neatness about 
the premises. 
This could be done, he said, 
by patients who would be 
benefited by 
going in the open air. 
Mr. Barlow was followed by other mem­ 
bers of the Committee. 
Mr. Andrews spoke 
of the change for the better among certaiu 
inmates of the institution. 
Mr. Brodhead 
gave the bill of fare for a number of days: 
Breakfast, fresli beef, bread, gravy, milk, 
coffee, vegetables. 
Dinner, corned beef, 
bread, coffee, vegetables. 
Supper, bread, 
butter, coffee, sugar, milk, tea. 
Louis Bevier recommended that written 
rules be posted around the buildings. 
This 
was not now done. 
Asa Lefevre spoke in reference to the med­ 
ical attendance. 
From experience witli in­ 
sane asylums he considered there was better 
medical attendance at the County Asylum, 
so far as actual contact with the patient was 
concerned, than at Poughkeepsie. 
Patients 
were cared for at the County Asylum fully 
as well as in State asylums, where they 
charged a large price per week for board. 
Mr. Westbrcok favored the County keeping 
its own insane. 
“As it stands now the State Board of Char­ 
ities maintains the power of supervision over 
county asylums. 
Besides it is easier of ac­ 
cess by those interested in its management. 
It is next to impossible to make a proper 
examination of.State asylums.” 
He told of a 
visit he made to Ward’s Island. 
After being 
shown through it by one of the attendants 
he came away with the idea it was a model 
institution. 
A short time afterwards the 
newspapers were full of articles describing 
abuses which had occurred there. 
Mr. Lindsley said the main defect in the 
bill was that Mr. Saxton would not remain 
the County Superintendent 
forever. 
In 
course of time a change must be expected. 
A member—“Mr. Saxton will 
be kept 
there as long as he lives.” 
Mr. Lefevre believed the system should be 
changed; it should be elective, the Superin­ 
tendent appointed by the Board of Supervis­ 
ors. 
Mr. Lfndsley said if the Board of Super­ 
visors had the power to appoint a Board of 
Trustees and that Board was classified, there 
would be some continuity of action. 
“ Mr. 
Saxton is a very good man. 
Everybody 
knows just what he is and so long as he re­ 
mains there will be no trouble.” He referred 
to the condition of the County House before 
Mr. Saxton was elected. 
The only thing to 
do is to prevent the old condition of things 
from recurring. 
There is so apt to be a 
weakening first in one place, and then in an­ 
other, until finally there will occur a scandal. 
Mr. Clarke said thej-eport ot the Commit­ 
tee in his opinion was more a favorable re­ 
port of Saxton’s management than a report 
in regard to the system. 
He favored a su­ 
pervision by the State Board of Charities. 
Influence should be used with the Board of 
Supervisors to appoint a Board of Trustees 
for the Institution. 
A resolution of thanks to the Committee 
was adopted. 
The Association adjourned 
until April 5, at the Court House, Kingston.

Abraham.

said 
the authentic history of 
Ireland 
beg ins 
with 
the advent of 
St. 
Patrick, who 
was born in Gaul and went to Erin and thence 
to Rome to obtain an education. 
While in 
Rome his heart warmed toward the pag an 
people of Ireland. 
He went back there and 
for 60 years labored to overthrow pag anism. 
He was successful, for when he went to the 
Island its people were pag ans, and when his 
pure soul went from its soil to Christ they 
were Christians. 
The speaker vividly por 
trayed the wars of conq uest wag ed in Ireland 
until it came finally under the yoke of the 
Saxon invader, and expressed the hope that 
its people would yet be emancipated and 
secure 
the rig ht 
to g overn 
themselves. 
In 
alludiDg 
to 
the 
g enius 
and 
wit of the Irish, it was said that so much 
had been told in relation thereto that a dash 
of arrog ance in that reg ard had been g iven 
Irish character which was offensive. 
In his 
own land the Irishman is more g enial and 
admirable than in 
any other. 
To illus­ 
trate, 
Mr. 
Nelson told of an Irishman 
who was once 
observed 
to lie 
feeding 
his Dig one day and starving 
it 
the 
next. 
On being asked about this q ueer 
procedure the Irishman replied: “ Sure Oi 
loike a strake o’ lean and a strake o’ fat, so 
Oi feed the pig only ivery other day.” “ Under 
the law of compensation the Hibernian is 
g iven a nature abounding with mirth and 
merriment to make up for the many hard­ 
ships and sacrifices he is called upon to en­ 
dure.” 
In his further entertaining remarks 
the lecturer g ave illustrations of various 
phases of Irish character in which he alluded 
to the love of 
Irishmen for the United 
States, their g allantry in love and bravery in 
war. 
In alluding to this latter trait, the 
speaker said: “ During the prog ress of a 
g reat 
battle 
an 
Irishman 
suddenly 
exclaimed: 
‘ Oi’m 
kilt 
entoirly.’ 
An 
officer 
ran 
to 
his 
side 
and 
said: ‘ My poor boy, what’s the mutter? Are 
you wounded?’ 
* Worse than wounded, sir. 
Oi’ve been waiting for an hour for a pull at 
‘ Jimmy ’ Murphy’s pipe, an’ it was just shot 
out of his mouth.’” The speaker closed his 
instructive and entertaining lecture with a po­ 
etical selection ending : “ There is no truth 
but Heaven.” The audience were so pleased 
that they loudly clapped their hands when 
the speaker said “ g ood nig ht.”

It was not many weeks after 1 en 
listed that the Confederate ranks beg an to fill 
up xvith one-eared men. 
I te-ed a ball called 
a scissors bullet. 
Lordv. thoug h, how 1 
clipped off the ears of the Johnnic-s.

couldn't have lieen done slicker if a knife 
had been used. 
I remember in one battle, 
while lying behind a larg e chestnut tree, 
I 
saw 
a handsome, 
strapping 
Con­ 
federate officer g iving orders, 
j did not like 
his imperious and haug hty manners,and I de­ 
termined to make him one ear leas. 
I raised 
my rifle and fired. 
He lifted his hand to the 
side of his head, and. finding his rig ht ear 
g one, he g ave a look of wounded pride. 
After the battle was ox’er I was surprised to 
see among the prisoners captured by the Fed­ 
eral forces the haug hty Rebel officer. 
He 
looked crestfallen and hung his head. 1 over­ 
heard him mourn the loss of his ear, and sav 
that he wished the fellow xx lio had shot his 
rig ht org an of hearing off had dismembered 
the other one also. 
Several months after 
this incident—of course. 1 had been shooting 
off ears in the interim—I participated in an­ 
other bloody battle. 
Alter denuding a num­ 
ber of Johnnies of their hearing appendag e, 
my attention 
xvas 
attracted to a man 
fig hting 
in 
the 
front 
ranks 
of the 
enemy. 
His fig ure looked familiar, and I 
recog nized him as the haug hty officer whose 
rig ht ear I had severed some time before. 
I 
thoug ht of the xvish the man had expressed. 
I have always made it a rule to do a kind act 
for my fellow-man whenexrer I can, so raising 
my rifle I executed my xvork of charity. The 
ear dropped at the officer’s feet. 
It repaid 
me for ¡ill my trouble to see the g rateful look 
that passed over that officer’s face when he 
knew that the hole on the rig ht side of his 
head had at last lieen matched. 
About a year 
after the war ended I xvent South. 
In nearly 
ever town I met men xvith but one ear.

Of course I did not dare to 
make myself known, for my life wouldn’t 
have been worth a cent if I did.

begins 
with

Patrick, who 
was born in Gaul and weul to Erin and thence 
to Rome to obtain an education. 
While in 
Rome his heart warmed toward the pagan 
people of Ireland. 
He went back there and 
for 60 years labored to overthrow paganism 
He was successful, for when lie went to the 
Island its people were pagans, nnd when his 
pure soul went from its soil to Christ they 
were Christians. 
The speaker vividly por 
trayed the wars of conquest waged in Ireland 
until it came finally under the yoke of the 
Saxon invader, and expressed the hope that 
its people would yet be emancipated and 
secure the right to govern themselves. 
In 
alluding 
to 
the 
genius 
and 
wit of the Irish, it was said that so much 
hud been told in relation thereto that a dash 
of arrogance in that regard had been given 
Irish character which was offensive. 
In his 
own land the Irishman is more genial and 
admirable than in any other. 
To illus­ 
trate. 
Mr. 
Nelson told of an Irishman 
who was once observed to lie 
feediug 
his pig one day and starving 
it the 
next. 
On being asked about this queer 
procedure the Irishman replied: “ Sure Oi 
loike a strake o’ lean and a strake o’ fat, so 
Oi feed the pig only ivery other day.” “ Under 
ihe law of compensation the Hibernian is 
given a nature abounding with mirth and 
merriment to make up for the many hard 
ships and sacrifices lie is called upon to en 
dure.” In his further entertaining remarks 
the lecturer gave illustrations of various 
phases of Irish character íd which he alluded 
to the love of 
Irishmen for the United

Mr. Chace was bort? at Pall River, Mass., 
in 1829. 
He is said to be the only Quaker 
who ever served in die Senate. 
He is a large 
cotton m anufacturer, aud has done good ser­ 
vice for the m anufacturing interests of the 
country as a firm and broad minded protec­ 
tionist. 
Hi* chief reason for resigning is 
said to be 'he unfavorable effect of life at 
Washington upon his health; it is also said 
that bis business demands more of his time 
and attention than he has been able to give it 
while lo Congress. 
The Rhode Island Logia 
ature is in session, and it is likely that his 
place will be Ailed within a week. 
As the 
Republicans have five sixths of the memliers 
o f both houses, the vacancy does not inspire 
the Democrats with the hope of tying the 
Senate by capturing Mr. Chace’* seat.
